The State police are expect- 
ed to reach here tomorrow morning, 
and will doubtless be sent into the 
Kensington district, where the State 
Fencibles had such an unpleasant ex- 
perience yesterday. 

Efforts of the police tomorrow, as 
they were today, will be concentrated 
in clearing the Kensington Matrict of 
mobs that have infested it since the 
opening of the strike.

City A ttorney Fires Rights 
of City Fathers. 


|No More “Joy Rides” for the 


Members of Council. 


In overruling Ex-Judge Works, pres- 
ident of the Council, who held that 
Street railway passes issued to and 
used by Goo-Goo officials, according to 
the time-honored terms of all street 
railway franchises, are illegal, City At- 
torney Hewitt pronounces the doom of 
the official ride.! The passes may 
be used on official] business only. 

When Hewitt read his decision to 
the Council yesterday, there were fur- 
tive glances of unspeakable joy toward 
the president, who had tried to have 
all passes returned, he having sent 


| back his own. But when the City At-— 


torney read the part dooming the “joy 
rides," the other members knew they 
had a hollow victory. Works smiled 
grimly. 

The attorney held that the issuance 
of @ pass to the proper official was a 
legal requirement of the franchise and 
not in contravention of the State Con- 
stitution, which forbids any railroad 
or transportation company to “grant 
free or passes or tickets at a 
discount to any person holding any 
office of honor, trast or profit in this 
State.” The attorney held that the is- 
suance of passes was a service to be 
performed by the grantees and was 
not inviting the moral obloquy meant 


| by the Constitution. 


Hewitt also held that the point of 
Works that it was tantamount to an 
excess of salary over the maximum 
fixed by the charter, was not good. He 
said that officials had automobiles 
furnished by the city for their use, and 
that this might as well be regarded as 
an excess of salary, as is the free rid- 
ing on street cars. He said the passes 
could in no sense be regarded as an 
illegal increase of salary. 

So far so good. The Council smiled 
and Works frowned. It was the next 
paragraph from the attorney that 
changed faces, for it read: 

“What I have said is, however, to 
be considered as applying strictly to 
the use ; free transportation by city 
Officers whiille actually engaged in the 
performance of their public duties. 
They have no legal or moral right to 
use such transportation for their per- 
sonal benefit or convenience. A city 
officer who uses his privilege of free 
transportation on a street car for the 
purpose of attending a theater or for 


as culpabie as a qity officer or employé 
who,takes a ‘joy ride’ in a city auto- 
mobile. And compliance with this Iim- 
itation need. not be ieft wholly to the 
conscience of the individual officers. 
You Rave already prohibited ‘joy rid- 
ing” in the city’s automobiles; it is 
equally within the power of the Coun- 
cll, by ordinance, to make it a mis- 
demeanor to use free transportation on 
street cars except when actually en- 
eager in the performance of public 
uty.” 

Hewitt's conclusion was that the 
great benefit of the cjause in all fran- 
chises, is for the benefit of policemen, 
firemen and mail carriers in expedit- 
ing their work, and that if the cfty 
had to pay their fares the real value 
of the clause would be shown. Trans- 
portation, while on duty, he declares, 
is not illegal.

FIRST CHILD IN NINE YEARS

Here Andrews and declared that 
he, for one, would not vote to receive 
the money. He sajd the purpose to al- 
‘ter the 4ransportation situation by 
imposing additional cost on the per- 
sons—-the “pioneers” he called them-— 
who ere building new homes in the 
suburbs. whe wrong. On one hand, the 
people must pay tribute to the com- 
pany for an extension, and now the 
Counc!!| would also levy tribute on 
them.

His record has 
been traced back for several years. He 
lived at the best hotels and traveled 
extensively, generally under the name 
of King, though he was empleyed in 
a military academy at’ Santa Monica 
as “Maj.” Anderson. He professed to 
be the son of Gen. Horatio King and 
a nephew of Gen. Charles King, the 
writer. 

To prave his assertions, the bogus 
officer carried documents purporting to 
have come from the War Department, 
iwhich stated that the bearer, Lieut. 
| Harry King. was an officer in the 
/army. He also possessed cre.icntials 
{from a number of prominent persons, 
(evidently forged, the Federal officers 
| SAY. 

There are two genuine Lieuis. Harry 
| King in the army—one in the First 
, Cavalry, and the other formerly of 
the Philippine Scouts. 

The bogus King evidently took his 
‘cue from the officer in the Philippines, 
He had clippings from various papers 
relating to Lieut. King. and also 
much information concerning Gen. 
Horatio King. 

While living in and about Los An- 
geles, King, or Heaney, was entangled 
in several love affairs, dragging the 
names of several young women into 
his case at the time of his arrest in 
August, 1909.

make more noise than sounding brass and tinkling 
cymbaijs, Senator Aldrich is a very undesirable cit- 
izen, an unconscionable sinner and a bad man in 


every way. It is doubtful if the extremists among 


them would not say that he deserves a prison cell 


if not a visit to the lamp-post. 


Yet this Rhode Island Senator has more real re- 
form in his mind, although he makes but little 
noise in the world, than a thousand of the type of 


the sounding brass and tinkling cymbal among re- 
formers. Senator Aldrich says the Federal gov- 


ernment is wasting $300,000,000 a year in its slip- 
shod, inefficient way of handling the government 
finances. A great reformer, not to say a loud- 
sounding piece of brass, otherwise Senator Dolliver 
of lowa, we regret to see, deprecated the outspoken 


| plainness of Senator Aldrich’s statement. We had 
preferred to believe that men of the Dolliver kind 


never were afraid of any one or of anything. We 
had hoped that Senator Dolliver was lifted far 
above all political considerations, and that only the 
interests of the public appealed to his mind or 
warmed his heart. : 

Senator Aldrich is right. He probably put the 
figure at which the public funds are wasted at a 
very low point. The increase in the cost of gov- 
ernmental administration, municipal, county, State 
and national, is one of the most serious problems 
of the day. Population grows with us, and wealth 
even faster than population. But nothing keeps up 
with the increased tax levies year by year, and the 
‘inadequate results we get from all the money con- 
tributed (not voluntarily) by the public for "ag 
support of the government. i 

Here is the real point for reformers to exhaust 
their energies upon and to use all their wisdom to 
master. Time out of mind political parties in 
Great Britain have risen and fallen in direct pro- 
portion to the gross sum called for annually in the 
budget levied to meet public expenses. The admin- 
istration which could chop off a farthing in the 
pound of taxation was the administration for the 
British people. A great many people who are loud 
in their denunciations of Tammany Hal! are ignor- 
ant of the fact that the real hold of that organiza- 
tion in New York City in years past was because, 
when Tammany Hall controlled the municipal af- 
fairs of the great metropolis, the taxpayers were 
mulct in less sums than under reformers like Seth 
Low and others of the same very high type of cit- 
izen. They knew how to expend the city funds in 
such a way as to give the people satisfactory serv- 
ice at the lowest cost to the taxpayers. 

It is much to be regretted that the city of Los 


Angeles has not some citizen of the Senator Aldrich — 


type to look after the expenditure of the tax 
money. The increased taxation in this city during 
the past ten years has been an amazing thing, and 
the public have got no more comfort or benefit from 
the increased taxation than we had from the lower 
rates prevailing in former years. Just now we have 
got a blown-in-the-bottle. reform administration in 
the saddle, pushing things politically at a terrific 
pace, and nothing in the reform administration 
moves quite so fast as the spending of the public 
money. Last year, with these reformers in partial 
control of municipal affairs, the money thrown 
away in elections would have built a host of rooms 
for the school children, would have kept the streets 
in much better order, and in many ways might have 


been used so as to increase the comfort of living ° 
here instead of throwing it away upon one unnec-— 


essary election after another. Now the immacu- 
late Goo-Goo reformers have got entire control of 
city affairs, and in the first opening days of the

LD SPAIN AND NEW. 
Away off at this point in time we are prone 

to forget that there ever was any be- 
tween Spain and California or that there is any 
similarity between the two regions. Yet, come to 
think of it, California was once a part of New 
Spain, for so the Castilians called all their posses- 


sions in the New World. And there are many real - 


resemblances between California and Spain, and a 
good many points of differentiation which are even 
still more interesting. ‘ 
The conformation of Spain, “although almost a 
Square rectangle, is very different from California, 


which is very elongated and far from anything like 


a square, but both regions are very mountainous; 
both have an immense seacoast. The climate and 


. coloring of Old Spain and of California are in 


many ways quite similar. , 

The area of Spain is 194,000 square miles; of 
California, 158,000. Spain therefore has an advan- 
tage of 25 per cent. more territory than California. 

The population of Spain is 20,000,000 and of 
California about 2,000,000. Here is one of the in- 
teresting points of difference. The old kingdom has 
ten times the population of the new State. The in- 
terest in this point is that California is quite as 
well capable of supporting 20,000,000 population as 


‘Old Spain is. When our State numbers as many 


human beings, what will be the population of Los 
Angeles, and what will be the value of centrally 
located real estate? | 

But although Spain is more than 3000 years old 
and California not 300, and although the population 
of Spain is ten times that of California, rail- 
road mileage of the kingdom is not much larger 
than that of the State. . Spain. is credited with 
about 9000 miles of railroad of all gauges and in 
all conditions of availability. Of the 9000 miles, 
only about two-thirds, or 6000 miles, are in any- 
thing like workable condition. The railroad mile- 
age of California is at the present time upward of 
7000 miles, and every mile of it is in most admirable 
up-keep. Thus with our somewhat smaller area, our 
much smaller population, and in spite of our newness, 
we are ahead of the kingdom of Spain in one of the 
most ‘important of all indices of prosperity and 
progress. You may be sure that a country is to 
be rated in the scale of civilization, wealth and 

in direct ratio to its railroad mileage, 

It is improbable that California will ever cut the 
figure in universal history that Spain has.
